High up there on the drak coast 
of Asia: Minor, in this. white castle 
which the radiant autumn sunshine 
makes whiter still, Abdu) Hamid has 
been ‘shut up for the past eighteen 
days. - 

A wall of mustery surrounds the de- 
throned ruler; but there {s no wall 
so thick that cannot in one way or 
another be plerced by the curiosity 
of a whole world. And so, in spit 
of all vigilenco, in spite of guards and 
walls, one hers something from time 
to time of Atdul Hamid’s life. 

It is common gossip that whon 
steps were take. for his remova! froin 
Salonica he flatly refused to obey. 
They shall only tear me away from 
here by sheer force, he exclaimed. 

Taken Away by Ruse 

But time was short and events were 
pressing, and jt would never have 
done to have exposed the sultan of 
yesterday to the possibility of finding 
himself captive in a. town in the 
hands. of Greeks and Bulgarians, So 
other steps were taken and German 
influence was brought to bear. 

The German guardship Lorele! was 
sent of to Salonica with a mission to 
persuade Abdul Hamid. On_ board 
were two princes of the [Imperial Turk- 
ish family, bo'h of them sons-in law of 
Abdul.

I will under such auspices fol- 
low vou all over the world. 

Within an hour Abdul Hamid was 
on board ship. His presence there 
was almost immediately followed by 
a double and complete surnrise for all 
who were about him, For this ex- 
sultan, who Lad been generally eup- 
posed to have fallen inte a condition 
bordering on Idloev and stupidity, dis- 
played a remarkably clear and accur- 
ate knowledge of affairs.

What a few weeks ago 
ecemed a heavy weight In prospect Is 
the Argentine crop, but latterly weath- 
er damage by rain and hall in some 
narts and hot winds in other parts has 
been lessening the crop to some ex- 
tent. and estimates of the probable 
yield are being reduced, so that to-day 
the Argentine crop does not seen 
nearly so bearish a factor as it did a 
month ago. The Australian crop also 
is understood to be a moderate one. 
and perhaps this Is the cause whv ex- 
ports of old crop from Australia in 
the last three months have not been 
over half what they were jn same per- 
jod last year. On the bull side when 
we turn to the statistical situation we 
find that in face of the immense move 
ment of wheat In the last four to five 
months it does not compare bearisahly 
with the standing of visible supplies 
a year ago. The shipments from ex- 
porting countries to importing conn- 
tries from July 1st to date have been 
52,000,000 bus. larger than in the same 
period last year, and yet visible stocks 
fre soarcely so large as a year ago. 
Whether this results from increased 
consumption of breadstuffs or from 
purchases which have been made by 
millers and merchants which have 
gone into the invisible supplies, and 
are still in existence, we have no 
means of knowing. We find, how- 
ever that the United States visible 
supply {s 61,277,000 bus. against 70,- 
388,000 bus. last year. The quantity

For all 
our big crops and big movement this 
year therefore visible supplies are less 
than last year.

The regular lesson for the day is a 
titled “For and Against Him,” and» - 
in It We sée that even James and Joha 
Aid not know Him very weil and were 
inclined to act in judgment instead of © 
grace and,those who talked of follawA 
ing Him did not know what it meant 
to folow Him, but He, knowing al® 
tnat lay before Him, steadfastly seq 
Wis face to go to Jerusalem (Luke 
ix, 49-62), . It seems fitting to turm 
aside for our Christmas lesson to the 
prophetic portion assigned as an Ops 
tional Jesson, that we may know the 
mind of the Lord, for He will do nos 
thing that He has not revealed to Hia 
servants, the prophets, and He said 
Himself, “All things must be fulfvle@ 
which were written in the law of 
Moses and in the prophets and in the 
psalms concerning me.” (Amos fii, 75 
Lev. xxiv, 44). Isaiah has already 
told us that “His glory is the fullnesa 
of the whole earth;” that all oft» 
looks and haughtiness of men shall pe 
brought down and the Lord alone ex~ 
alted in that day when nation shall 
not lift up sword against nation, nel. 
ther shall they learn war any more 
(Isa. vi, 3, margin: fl, 4-11-17). 

The great sign woud ve that a vim 
gin should conceive and bear a 807 
and call His name Immanuel. Na- 
tlons would be arrayed against Him 
and even His own people seek farpi'- 
jar spirits instead of Himself, and 
there would be trouble and darkness, 
but He would come, and in due time 
His kingdom (Isa. vil, 14; vili, 910-12 
-20-22; ix, 1, 2). 

Both His first coming in humiliation 
and His second coming in glory are 
so close y associated jn prophecy that 
one {is apt to confuse them as one 
event. The prophets themselves 
looked Into these matters, but were 
not always able to distinguish (MPet. 
1, 10-12). We know from Matt. tv, 
15-16, that verse 2 of our lesson had 
a fulfillment in the days of His so- 
journ in humiliation in Galilee, and 
we also know from Isa_ Ix,°1-3, and 
the rest of that chapter that there 
wil be a greater darkness and a 
greater light gat His second coming 
in glory. Then there is a present 


application of that verse day by day 
everywhere that His redeemed ones 
are found, for there is more or less 


darkness in all places, and the lives 
of His people should be a constant 
light (11 Cor., iv, 10-11; Matt. v, 14-16; 
John 1, 4). Lesson verses 3 to 5 
look back to the deliverance by Gid- 
eon (Judg. vi, 34, R.V., margin) and 
the Lord wrought a great deliverance 
and victory. F 

I believe that in Ps, cx. 7, that 
wonderful kingdom psalm, there ita 
also a reference to the zeal of Gideon 
and his 300. The words in verse 6, 
“Unto us a child is born, unto us a 
son is given,” are unmistakably plain 
concerning His ‘birth and manhood, 
as are the words concerning the placa 


of His birth im Mic. v, 2, and the 
words of the angel in. Luke ii, 10-12, 
concerning his actual birth. Why are 


not the rest of the words In -lesson 
verses 6, 7, juét as plain? A.,so tha 
words in. Mic, v. 2, “Out of thee shall 
He come forth unto me that is to be 
ruler in Israel, whose goings forth 
have been from of old, from the daya 
of eternity.” Also the words of Gab- 
rie] in Luke i, 32, 33. “The Lord God 
hall give unto Him the throne of 
His father David, and He shall reign 
over the house of Jacob forever, and 
of His kingdom there shall be no 
end.” Why are we tod that these 
words must be taken spiritually, that 
His kingdom is only in people's hearts, 
that He is on the throne of David 
now and that the church {s Israel? 

The world of God and the purpose 
of God will never be understood by 
those who thus pervert the Scrip. 
tures. He did truly and literally ap- 
pear in ages past to Abraham, Isaac, 
Jacob, Moses, Joshua, Gideon, Man- 
oah, Solomon and others. He was 
truly and sdterally born of a virgin at 
Bethlehem, rode on an ass’ colt Into 
Jerusalem; His hands and Ilis feet 
were plerced. 

He died, was buried, rose from the 
dead, ascended to heaven and is at 
the right hand of the Majesty on high. 
He will just as literally come again 
to rule over u literal Israel from the 
throne of David, and He wil be not 
owy King of the Jews, but King of 
kings and Lord of lords, speaking 
peace to all nations and restoring all 
things of which the prophets have 
spoken (Zech. ix, 10; xiv. 9; Acta 
ili, 19-21), He ‘e!Il then be seen in 
fullness as Wonderful, Counsellor 
the Mighty God, the Everlasting 
Father, the Prince of Peace. He ly 
all thet now, but it will be recognized 
by all when He shall come in glory, 


Now, since He {s and is to be and 
do a)l that is written of Him, surely 
we can with the utmost confidence 
let the government of ali our affairs, 
personal, home, business, church and 
all else, lie upon His shoulders, for 
He is able easily to carry us and all 
our affairs (Deut. xxxili, 12; Col, 
iil, 16; Phil, tv, 6, 7). In reading 
the Bible let us be governed by this 
principle: Literal, if possible, all the 
way through, and if the plain, ob- 

vious sense makes good sense, seek 
no other sense. I thank God that 
such a simple way came to me 
through the late John Wilkinson and 
it has greatly helped me.

Charles Wells, of Paris, also

Jeanne 
Borns, his companioti; Was sentencad 
to thirteen months imprisonment an 


‘The dramatic arrest of Monte Carlo 
Wells, and Jeanne Burns, an actress, 
took place..on his steam yacht, Excel- 


Wells, who was said to have had some 
thirty-six allases, twice broke the 
bank at Monte Carlo in 1892 and won 
some $200,000 at the tables in five 
days. This was the feat that was 
commemorated in the well-known 
song: The Man who Broke the Bank 
at Mog Carlo.” ‘ During the hearing 
of the present case he said: I broke 
the Bank not once, but ten times, 
and gained altogether $400,000. 

Wells was sentenced at the Old 
Bailey in the following year to eight 
years’ penal servitude for obtaining 
over $150,000 by false pretences of 
selling certain patents. One of these 
he asserted, would economize fuel on 
steamships. 

Wells was arrested at Falmouth on 


Ta charge of obtaining over $200,000 by 


false pretences in France. This was 
the sum he had obtained as,manager 
of the Rente Bi-Mensuelle in Paris, 
which advertised largely and prom- 
ised Interest at the rate of 1 per cent 
per day to investors, Wells carried 
out his promise so effectively for six 
months, paying out of capital, that 
he raked {n millions of francs, The 
police. at length asked him to give 
proofs of his genuiness, but Weiis 
disappeared. When he was found at 
Falmouth in his luxuriously fitted 
yacht he was living a life of ease.
